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A NEW police community sup¬ 
port officer may be funded by 
Newmarket Town Council in 
the new year. 

The move comes after the 
closure of Newmarket police 
station’s front desk in April, 
which sparked concerns over 
officer visibility in the town. 

Mayor of Newmarket Andy 
Drummond described it as 
“one of the most important 
decisions the council has ever 
made”. 

The PCSO will cost a total of 
£32,000 per year, and the coun¬ 
cil will fund it in 2017, subject 
to an analysis of its budget. 

Cllr Drummond said at 
the town council meeting on 
Monday evening: “I’m very 
supportive of this idea. It was 
10 years ago when I was on 
the town council in a previous 
life, this came up and we didn’t 
vote for it. I did vote for it but 
the council didn’t, and I felt 
that was a mistake. 

“This will be absolutely great 
for Newmarket and a great po¬ 
lice presence.” 

Members of the council wel¬ 
comed the idea, but were con¬ 
cerned about the budget. 

The proposal was passed in 
principle subject to an analysis 
of the budget in the new year. 

Suffolk Police and Crime 
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Commissioner Tim Passmore 
said: “Suffolk’s PCSOs do a 
great job. They work in the 
heart of the community and 
are the first port of call for resi¬ 
dents who are experiencing 
problems with anti-social be¬ 
haviour or non-serious crime. 

“They develop deep roots 
into the localities they serve, 
their faces are well-known and 
they are trusted in their com¬ 
munities. 

“I have spoken to many PC¬ 
SOs and it is obvious that it’s a 
varied job with immense satis¬ 
faction.” 

A PCSO works with police of¬ 
ficers and shares some, but not 
all of their powers. 

Their role is centred on four 
key areas: protecting and safe¬ 
guarding vulnerable people, 
community engagement, de¬ 
mand management and crime 
reduction, including retail, ru¬ 
ral and business crime. 

They can deal with minor 
offences such as parking tick¬ 
ets, early intervention to de¬ 
ter offenders, house-to-house 
enquiries, and guarding crime 
scenes.

Residents start 
crossing petition 


RESIDENTS have started 
a petition against plans to 
close a level crossing at New¬ 
market. 

The petition, which has 
attracted almost 200 signa¬ 
tures, was started last Thurs¬ 
day after the route manag¬ 
ing director of Network Rail, 
Richard Schofield, sent a 
letter to the town’s MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock about closing 
the Weatherby level crossing. 

The letter said that Na¬ 
tional Rail plans to have a 
“robust dialogue” with the 
public over its closure, be¬ 
fore it makes a final decision 
in the spring, 2017. 

David Bagnall, who started 
the petition, said: “Network 
Rail claim that this crossing 
is dangerous, despite it be¬ 
ing used every day by hun¬ 
dreds of people. Trains only 
pass twice every hour and 
at a relatively slow speed. 
Newmarket residents insist 
this is a right of way and 
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that the decision to close the 
crossing is purely a financial 
one by Network Rail. 

“Network Rail insist alter¬ 
native routes are available - 
there are two. 

“The alternative routes are 
not convenient at all, and 
the elderly and residents 
with children may find that 
they are no longer able to 
walk into town or take their 
children to school.” 

He added: “We ask Net¬ 
work Rail to accept that the 
crossing is a vital route to 
residents of Newmarket and 
to keep it open.” 

Network Rail announced 
plans to close the Weatherby 
crossing, off Cricket Field 
Road, along with 130 other 
pedestrian level crossings 
across Cambridgeshire, Suf¬ 
folk and Essex, in May. 


The letter from Mr Scho¬ 
field, which was sent on 
November 15, said that it 
will look for “alternative di¬ 
versionary routes and solu¬ 
tions” with Suffolk County 
Council and Forest Heath 
District Council. 

It adds that Weatherby 
level crossing is “not a public 
right of way”, and National 
Rail is within its rights to 
close it at any time- but has 
included the crossing in the 
formal consultation to have 
a “robust dialogue with the 
public” and to better under¬ 
stand if there is anything fur¬ 
ther it can do. 

It also says that it has had 
safety concerns about the 
crossing for some time, but 
“appreciates that some level 
crossings are important for 
connecting communities.” 

It added that it intends to 
submit an order to the Secre¬ 
tary of State in the spring of 
2017.

Concern over 
housing cuts 


CONCERNS have been 
raised over a plan to save 
£1.4million which could 
leave 45 vulnerable people 
in West Suffolk without a 
place to sleep. 

The proposal has been 
made as part of a Suffolk 
County Council draft budg¬ 
et for next year which is set 
to be discussed this evening. 

It affects housing-related 
support services, which 
help 6,000 vulnerable peo¬ 
ple across the county find 
or stay in housing - includ¬ 
ing those who were formerly 
homeless and those who 
have problems with drug 
abuse, mental illness and 
physical disability. 

The funding for these ser¬ 
vices goes directly to provid¬ 
ers such as social landlords 
and Forest Heath District 
Council. 

County council docu¬ 
ments say that research 
shows that there is not 
enough provision in the east 
of Suffolk, and too much of 
it in the west. 

The council is proposing 
moving services from west 
Suffolk to east Suffolk which 
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would save an estimated 
£1.4million. 

But officers for Forest 
Heath District and St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cils say they have challenged 
the numbers suggesting 
there is “over provision” of 
these services in the west. 

They say this move would 
equate to a loss of 45 bed 
spaces for vulnerable peo¬ 
ple in West Suffolk. 

A spokesperson for the 
councils, which work to¬ 
gether on housing, said: “We 
have challenged the figures 
on which this decision was 
based and while we under¬ 
stand the resources availa¬ 
ble to provide these services 
are shrinking, demand is 
increasing and we have con¬ 
cerns as to what the impact 
may be in West Suffolk.” 

The concerns were ech¬ 
oed by Suffolk county coun¬ 
cillor Tony Brown who said: 
“The move over to the east 
of the county seems to be 


some sort of policy - eve¬ 
rything seems to be moving 
over there.” 

The move is part of a draft 
budget which will be dis¬ 
cussed by the county coun¬ 
cil’s scrutiny committee this 
evening. 

Changes may be made 
before the county council’s 
budget goes before the cabi¬ 
net in January and the full 
council in February. 

A Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil spokesperson said that 
the council needs to make 
savings of between £40mil- 
lion and £45million over the 
2017/18 financial year. 

He said this was due to 
ongoing cuts in the county 
council’s funding from cen¬ 
tral government. 

The draft budget proposes 
cuts in other areas, includ¬ 
ing highways, libraries and 
councillor locality budgets, 
but also proposes freezing 
council tax.

Elections cost 
council £15,000 


NEWMARKET Town Coun¬ 
cil spent £15,000 on by-elec¬ 
tions this year, it has been 
revealed. 

The town council had by- 
elections in March, April 
and June and had to pay 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil £5,000 each time. 

Four members left this 
year, and a councillor ad¬ 
mitted that it was partly due 
to infighting. 

Chris O’Neill, deputy 
mayor of Newmarket, told 
the News: “It’s no secret that 
we had a troubled regime 
last year. Last year’s deputy 
mayor was voted out of be¬ 
coming mayor this year, 
and our town clerk has left 
us, so I would imagine there 
was dissatisfaction among 
councillors that things 
weren’t being done cor¬ 
rectly. 

“We’ve since found lots of 
procedural errors that have 
occurred around staffing 
and health and safety, and I 
would imagine it’s down to 
that. 
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“I can’t speak personally, 
I only know one councillor 
who left and it was because 
of him infighting between 
councillors and nothing be¬ 
ing resolved.” 

He added: “I think it’s a 
shame. I wished the person 
I knew who is an independ¬ 
ent councillor should have 
stuck at it, because they left 
at a time when things were 
nearly sorted out. Most of 
the votes are unanimous 
now. 

“I think you’ve got to have 
the clerk and the council 
working together. You can’t 
have factions where one 
councillor or two council¬ 
lors have more strength or 
more of a say than others. 

“But things are a lot better 
now, absolutely.” 

Cllr Andy Drummond, 
Mayor of Newmarket, told 
the News: “All I would say is 


that if you do stand, think 
before you stand, and if you 
don’t like it, it can cost the 
council and the community 
a lot of money.” 

When asked whether 
he thought it was a waste 
of money, he said: “Yes, I 
think it is. It means we’ve 
got £15,000 less to spend on 
what the council does.” 

A Forest Heath District 
Council spokesman said: 
“With any election or by- 
election we would always 
encourage an individual to 
be fully aware of what the 
role entails before accept¬ 
ing their nomination as a 
candidate.

CARE 

Group for 
autism set 
for closure 

A PROVIDER of services to 
people with autism and their 
families is set to close in March.

Court guidelines 
‘need reviewing’ 


SUFFOLK’S Police and 
Crime Commissioner has 
hit out at court sentences 
handed down for driving at 
excessive speeds. 

Tim Passmore believes 
that the sentences are mak¬ 
ing the public “lose confi¬ 
dence” in the criminal jus¬ 
tice system. 

He said recent court cases 
highlighted the need to re¬ 
vise sentencing guidelines. 

Mr Passmore said: “The 
excessive speed at Milden- 
hall of 154mph, the 133mph 
case near Bury, are exam¬ 
ples of a need to reinforce 
or request the magistrates 
to look at some of the sen¬ 
tencing, where you get such 
excessive speed - which is 
irresponsible and inappro¬ 
priate - a ban of a few weeks 

“My own view is that 
someone going at 150mph, 
instead of giving them a few 
weeks, it should be consid¬ 
erably longer. 

“I’m very concerned that 
it’s not getting the right mes¬ 
sage across to road users. It’s 
not a suitable deterrent. The 
guy was going double the 
speed limit. The guidelines 
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only go up to llOmph, and 
there isn’t a guideline above 
that.” 

Mr Passmore added: 
“They [magistrates] have 
the power to change the 
rules. They’re not shackled. 
But it’s a bit like the plan¬ 
ning system where they 
stick to the guidelines.” 

The PCC, who said he 
had raised the problem 
with the director of public 
prosecutions and the crimi¬ 
nal justice board, would be 
submitting suggestions to 
the Sentencing Guidelines 
Council within the next few 
weeks. 

In April this year, Louie 
Howlett, 21, from Laken- 
heath, was caught speeding 
at 154mph on the A11 at Ick- 
lingham in Suffolk. 

Officers said it was the 
highest recorded speed on a 
Suffolk road. 

In August, Howlett was 
banned from driving for 
56 days and ordered to pay 
£365 - a punishment which 


Suffolk police said at the 
time was “disappointing”. 

A Sentencing Guidelines 
Council spokesperson said: 
“Magistrates sentence of¬ 
fenders according to the 
facts of the case and within 
the parameters of the law 
and sentencing guidelines 
for the offence someone has 
been convicted of. 

“As well as following sen¬ 
tencing ranges set out in 
sentencing guidelines, mag¬ 
istrates must set fine levels 
according to the income of 
the offender, giving a fine 
based on a percentage of 
weekly income, and the per¬ 
centage level varies accord¬ 
ing to the seriousness of the 
offence. 

“The Sentencing Council 
is reviewing all the magis¬ 
trates’ sentencing guide¬ 
lines and will publish up¬ 
dated guidelines in the new 
year, which will include 
speeding.”

New call for 
safe crossing 


A FATHER is asking the 
county council to recon¬ 
sider providing a pedestrian 
crossing in Newmarket, af¬ 
ter his son was in an acci¬ 
dent with a car. 

Richard Allen’s son Tom, 
14, was crossing Studlands 
Park Avenue on his BMX bi¬ 
cycle when he was in a colli¬ 
sion with a car. 

Luckily, the car was not 
speeding and Tom only suf¬ 
fered two broken ribs. 

In June, Suffolk County 
Council rejected proposals 
for a crossing at Studlands 
Park, citing lack of funds. 

Mr Allen, a health, safety 
and risk management advi¬ 
sor for Public Health Eng¬ 
land, told the News: “Where 
no action was taken, po¬ 
tentially my son’s life would 
have been taken. 

“Speeding is a really regu¬ 
lar occurrence there, and 
the crossing is awful. 
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“If they can find money to 
do other things in the town, 
we should find things for 
vulnerable road users such 
as children, the elderly and 
disabled.” 

Calls have been made 
previously for a crossing so 
that people can safely go 
across the road from and to 
the Homebase store from 
Nimbus Way and Studlands 
Park Avenue. 

A petition was started in 
May, which received almost 
200 signatures. 

Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil also wrote to the county 
council in June and July to 
ask for a crossing, but it was 
rejected. 

Mr Allen said: “One of 
the really frustrating things 


is that I actually contacted 
Homebase five years ago 
to try and get the crossing 
improved and nothing hap¬ 
pened on their side and I 
didn’t follow it up. But I’m 
definitely going to follow 
it up now. I’m not going to 
rest until this is sorted out 
because not following it up 
nearly cost my son’s life and 
that’s not a mistake I’m pre¬ 
pared to keep.” 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokesperson said: “There 
have been recent traffic 
speed, volume and pedes¬ 
trian usage surveys carried 
out around this area of the 
town. 

“Suffolk Highways is re¬ 
viewing the information. We 
understand that Cllr Robin 
Millar will report back to 
Newmarket Town Council 
and Studlands Park Resi¬ 
dents’ Association as part of 
further discussions.”

11,400 new homes 
included in plan 


EAST Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s draft Local 
Plan sets out proposals for 
the development of thou¬ 
sands of new homes and jobs. 

The plan, which will be up for 
public consultation in the new 
year, suggests sites for the crea¬ 
tion of 11,400 new homes and 
6,900 jobs in towns and villages 
across the district. 

The draft plan has been ap¬ 
proved by the authority and in¬ 
cludes development policies and 
housing proposals up until 2036. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Cllr foshua Schumann said: “I 
would urge all residents to look 
at the proposed plan and have 
their say. 

“This is a really positive one 
for the residents of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and is an opportuni¬ 
ty for everyone to help shape the 
development of the local area.” 

The suggested sites for devel¬ 
opment include Ashley, Bottish- 
am, Burrough Green, Burwell, 
Cheveley, Dullingham, Fordham, 
Isleham, Kennett, Kirtling, New- 
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market fringe, Reach, Snailwell, 
Soham, Stetchworth, Swaffham 
Bulbeck, and Swaffham Prior. 

Lucy Frazer, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, told the News: 
‘The idea of a local plan is to 
ensure that housing is planned 
rather than determined by the 
planning applications of devel¬ 
opers. So the finalising of a local 
plan is an important step. It is es¬ 
sential that where there are more 
houses there is also the infra¬ 
structure to support it. I would 
encourage residents to take part 
in the consultation process.” 

However, some East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire residents have al¬ 
ready expressed concerns. 

Soham resident Chris Drury 
said: “With large volumes of new 
house construction local quality 
of life will be seriously affected. 

“Would it not be better to im¬ 
prove the current infrastructure 
to cope for the current popula¬ 


tion than exacerbate the situa¬ 
tion with further housing? 

“The ill-conceived current 
plans will significantly reduce 
the levels of green fields covering 
them in concrete and tarmacad¬ 
am, seriously affecting the biodi¬ 
versity of this region.” 

Jon Jennings, a planning direc¬ 
tor from Cambridgeshire proper¬ 
ty specialists Cheffins, also ques¬ 
tioned the proposed sites. 

He said: “There are questions 
as to the actual level of hous¬ 
ing being proposed and some 
strange suggestions as to where 
it should be allocated. 

“The consultation period will 
allow us to further promote sites 
which have been included in the 
draft local plan, promote sites 
which have been excluded and to 
comment on the spatial strategy 
for the plan.” 

Feedback will take between 
January 10 and February 20, with 
a finalised version of the author¬ 
ity’s local plan due in the spring.

A BRONZE Age tore of almost 
pure gold has been found by a 
metal detectorist. 

It is believed the 3,000-year- 
old tore, weighing 730 grams, 
was uncovered on freshly 
ploughed land six miles from Ely. 

The tore is believed to be one 
of the best examples of a Bronze 
Age relic found in England. 

Experts believe the unusually 
large tore was designed to be 
worn over winter clothing as a 
sash, or by a pregnant woman. 

A similar tore found in the area 
in 1844 is now housed at Cam¬ 
bridge University's Archaeology 
Museum. 

So valuable is the treasure, the 
exact location of the find is being 
kept a secret to dissuade illegal 
night hawking. 

The jewellery is still being val¬ 
ued, but it is expected to reach a 
six figure sum. 

When the national treasure 
was assessed, the finds liaison 
officer sent out an email offer¬ 
ing it to Ely Museum, the British 
Museum and Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity's Museum of Archaeology 
and Anthropology. 

Both of the big museums 
agreed it should be offered to Ely 
Museum, which now needs help 
to raise the funds. 

Curator of Ely Museum, Elie 
Hughes, said: "Until it is valued 
we don't know how much we 
need to raise but once it has we 
will be looking into the different 
funding schemes that are avail¬ 
able. 

"The Art Fund has a good one 
and we've used it in the past to 
acquire things. We'll be looking 
into it and certainly be trying to 
raise funds locally as well."

Town may 
invest in 
life saver 

NEWMARKET Town Council 
may invest in a defibrillator, 
after an incident this month 
in which a man had a 
cardiac arrest. 

Councillors were given 
a presentation by a 
representative from St John 
Ambulance on Monday on 
public defibrillators. 

On Remembrance Sunday, 
a man nearly died after 
suffering a cardiac arrest. The 
nearest public defibrillator 
from the centre of town was 
at Ditton Lodge Primary 
School - which is three 
minutes' drive away. 

Cllr Chris O'Neill said at 
the meeting: "The statistics 
on how much difference 
they make is amazing. And 
anyone can use one." 

A defibrillator is a device 
that gives a high energy 
electric shock to the heart 
through the chest wall to 
someone who is in cardiac 
arrest. 

The council will decide 
on the defibrillator in the 
new year after analysing 
its budget. It would cost 
£ 2 , 000 .

Care home now ‘good’ 
after new inspection

A CARE home in Soham has been 
rated ‘good’ after inspectors high¬ 
lighted failings earlier this year. 

The Quality Care Commission 
(QCC) said in May Soham Lodge had 
breached legal requirements for the 
storage and administration of medi¬ 
cations. 

Inspectors noted the care home 
failed to meet standards in two of 
five areas, the safety of service and 
whether it was well led. 

The QCC wrote: “At our compre¬ 
hensive inspection of Soham Lodge 
on 23 and 24 May 2016, we found 
that not all staff were following the 
correct procedures when adminis¬ 
tering people’s medication.” 

But, following another inspection 
on November 4 the commission said 
the provider had made the necessary 
improvements. 

This included measures ensuring 
medication was stored correctly, ad¬ 
ministered by a registered nurse and 
medication trolleys were kept locked. 

The report continued: “Our ob¬ 
servations during this inspection 


showed that people were supported 
by the nurse to take their medication 
in an unhurried, kind and patient 
manner. 

“We were told that it was only the 
nursing staff that administered peo¬ 
ple’s medication and that they had 
received training to do this. Records 
we looked at confirmed this.” 

An inspector interviewed relatives 


of residents living there, as well as the 
registered manager Raminder Cho- 
han, head of care and a registered 
nurse, to ensure changes had been 
done. 

They also reviewed the provider’s 
new action plan and patient records, 
including medication administra¬ 
tion charts and protocols. 

Soham Lodge provides accommo¬ 


dation and care for up to 34 people, 
many of whom live with dementia or 
have additional support needs. 

Mrs Chohan was not available for 
comment.

Councillors vote to keep new devolution deal alive 


COUNCILLORS in Suffolk 
are "very optimistic" that a 
devolution deal can still be 
struck, after it was withdrawn by 
the Government. 

Forest Heath District Council 
and Suffolk County Council 
voted last week in favour of 
trying to organise a meeting 
with the Secretary of State to 
work on a new deal "as soon as 
possible". 

This comes after King's Lynn 
and West Norfolk Borough 
Council voted against being 
included in a deal to combine 
Suffolk and Norfolk authorities. 

James Waters, leader of 
FHDC, told the News: "I 


must admit that I was very 
disappointed and I'm still 
disappointed [about West 
Norfolk rejecting devolution]. 
With officers and members 
alike, we worked solidly for two 
years. 

"I'm very optimistic that we're 
going to get some sort of deal 
moving in the future, just from 
the fact that Suffolk has been 
united right from the very start. 
I'm quietly confident we can get 
something. 

"We're working very 
commercially in the council - 
any additional funds and power 
we get from the government to 
deliver and cut through the red 


tape and bureaucrats, then we're 
in the right place to deliver 
services at the local level. 

"Some people say this is just 
another tier of government, 
but it's one that's come down 
from Whitehall to a local level 
and we'd work closer with 
businesses and communities to 
deliver a sustainable future." 

The deal would have seen a 
newly-elected mayor heading 
an authority made up of 
representatives from 12 councils 
across the two counties. 

The mayor would have 
had control of a funding pot 
including £100 million ring- 
fenced for housing, and £25 


million a year for 30 years. The 
total funding over the period 
would have been £1 billion. 

But all 12 councils needed to 
agree on the plan for it to go 
ahead. 

After the rejection from King's 
Lynn and West Norfolk Borough 
Council on Thursday, November 
17, the deal was withdrawn by 
the Government. 

Leader of Suffolk County 
Council Colin Noble said: "It 
is a great shame that some 
authorities in Norfolk ended any 
chance for a joint Suffolk and 
Norfolk deal last week but we 
are committed to explore what 
can be achieved for Suffolk."

BID rangers to 
patrol the town 


TOWN rangers will start 
working in the streets of 
Newmarket next week. 

The two rangers are em¬ 
ployed by the Newmarket 
Business Improvement Dis¬ 
trict (BID) and will work as 
“friendly faces” of the town 
and act as a deterrent for 
any criminal activity. 

The two rangers will be 
wearing BID uniforms and 
start work on Monday for 
the next four to five years. 

Graham Philpot, New¬ 
market BID manager, told 
the News: “They’re there to 
be a welcoming meet and 
greet type of person, so 
if someone comes off the 
train or in the town, they’re 
the first point of call so that 
they can direct them some¬ 
where. They’ll also be peo¬ 
ple that are committed to 
Newmarket, which is im¬ 
portant to us. 

“They’ll also provide a se¬ 
curity presence in the sense 
that they’ll be managing our 
business crime initiative. 
We don’t know what that

will look like yet. 

“They’re essentially about 
making people happy in 
Newmarket and proud. 
They could also be some¬ 
one to lean on for support 
if needed, and equally tour¬ 
ists could get a map from 
them too.” 

The rangers will be work¬ 
ing from 9am to 5pm from 
Monday til Saturday. 

The town’s BID will at¬ 
tempt to emulate Cam¬ 
bridge BID’s success with its 
city rangers. 

Cambridge BID currently 
has five rangers around the 
city. 

Cllr Chris O’Neill told the 
News: “I think they’ll be 
great. 

“I look at the Cambridge 
model and see that they’ve 
got town guides, assisting 
people and being instantly 
recognisable. For instance, 


if paint was spilt outside 
a shop, they would clear 
it up and the shop owners 
wouldn’t have to do it. 

“I know they use a com¬ 
puter programme and it 
tracks them, so they have to 
cover a certain amount of 
miles in a day. 

“They’ll be very valuable. 
And I know there’s talk of 
training them up with simi¬ 
lar skills to a PCSO. And 
when the town council are 
alongside the BID for Win¬ 
ter Wonderland, they’ll be 
useful to have there.” 

The BID, which was es¬ 
tablished in July this year, 
represents 350 brands and 
organisations, and its pro¬ 
jects and services are de¬ 
scribed as an addition to 
- not in place of - those al¬ 
ready provided by Newmar¬ 
ket Town Council.

Anchored by impassioned perfor¬ 
mances, A United Kingdom dramatizes 
the true romance of a defiant African 
prince and a London salesman's daughter, 
which embroiled two continents in an 
ugly tug-of-war for supremacy.

Cinematographer Sam McCurdy 
contrasts the industrial grey of London 
with the sun-baked golds, oranges and 
browns of southern Africa, a ravishing 
backdrop where poisonous emotions take 
root and produce bitter fruit. 

Seretse Khama (Oyelowo), heir 
apparent to the nation of Bechuanaland 
(now Botswana), is studying law in 1947 
London before returning home to lead his 
people. 

He has been prepared for this role by his 
proud uncle Tshekedi (Vusi Kunene) and 
a council which kowtows to the British. 

At a dance organised by the London 
Missionary Society, Seretse falls in love 
with typist Ruth Williams (Rosamund 
Pike), whose bigoted father George 
(Nicholas Lyndhurst) would never 
condone the flourishing romance. 

"Father will hate [Seretse] on sight,” 
observes Ruth's sister Muriel (Laura 
Carmichael). "He's cleverer than him... 
and he's black.” 

Paternal rage pales next to the indigna¬ 
tion of Alistair Canning (Jack Davenport), 


the British government's representative in 
southern Africa. 

"If you choose to marry the leader of an 
African nation, you will be responsible for 
the downfall of the British empire,” he 
coldly informs Ruth. 

Unperturbed, the couple marries and 
Ruth accompanies Seretse to Bechuanal¬ 
and, where she faces hostility from uncle 
Tshekedi, aunt Ella (Abena Ayivor) and 
Seretse's sister Naledi (Terry Pheto). 

Meanwhile, the British - represented by 
snivelling district commissioner Rufus 
Lancaster (Tom Felton) - and the South 
African government use underhand 
tactics to separate the lovebirds. 

A United Kingdom is a stirring ode to 
love, distinguished by molten on-screen 
chemistry between Oyelowo and Pike. 

Asante elegantly navigates the 
political quagmire, eschewing heavy- 
handed sermonizing about the controver¬ 
sial inter-racial romance, including 
powerful scenes of Ruth attempting to win 
over the sharp-tongued women of 
Bechuanaland. 

Archive photographs over the end 
credits hammer home the couple's 
remarkable sacrifices and their enduring 
legacy in Botswana, and far beyond.

WITH an opening sequence set 
in 1942 French Morocco, Robert 
Zemeckis’ old-fashioned 
espionage thriller doffs its 
fedora to a bygone era of 
sweeping romances. 

Brad Pitt and Marion 
Cotillard are an exceedingly 
attractive pairing, however, they 
don't come close to melting any 
celluloid and the script fails to 
make explicit the consequences 
of failure. 


The characters are gambling 
not just with their own lives, but 
also with the future of 
European nations, and 
not once do we 
experience a palpable 
sense of jeopardy or 
tension.

The couple reunite in 


London, where they marry, 
raise a child and entertain 
friends and family. As the Allied 
war effort gathers pace, Maxis 
given damning evidence that 
Marianne is a spy working for 
the Germans.

Action sequences are 
surprisingly gruesome and 
blood-thirsty, but fail to 
quicken the pulse.

Marcus, can use the season of goodwill to line 
their own pockets, earned him a Golden Globe 
nomination. 

The quirky, dark comedy also went on to earn 
over 76 million dollars at the box office and a place 
in seasonal rundowns of'best ever' festive films. 

Now, 13 years on, Bad Santa's coming to town 
once again. 

When we saw him last, Willie looked like he 
might've found his happy-ever-after with Sue, a 
woman with a Father Christmas fetish, but when 
the film opens, Sue’s long gone and Willie's set to 
do himself in. 

First by shoving his head in the oven, until he 
realises it's electric, and then via a cord, until Thur¬ 
man Merman (Brett Kelly reprising his role) 
arrives at his place with a bundle of cash. 

Willie soon meets up with his former mucker 
Marcus (Tony Cox). 

Despite Marcus' attempt to kill Willie and run off 
with the money at the end of Bad Santa, he has a 
proposition for him - stealing from a Chicago 
charity on Christmas Eve. 

Despite his doubts, Willie decides to go along 
with it, but on arrival in the Windy City, he's met 
with the unwelcome sight of his mum, Sunny 
(Kathy Bates), who he greets by slapping around 
the face. 

A sequel has to be bigger and bolder than its 
original otherwise why bother, but in this instance, 
it simply means more filth. 

Mostly you'll cringe. If you're looking for a 
strong antidote to Christmas schmaltz, you won't 
be disappointed, but there's a chance you'll leave 
the cinema feeling like you've downed a dodgy 
eggnog - with a strong desire to wash away the 
taste.

AA Connect identifies 
issues prior to a 
roadside breakdown 


A TRIAL of AA Connect' 

technology in 10,000 cars has 
found that almost one in five 
(1 7 per cent) developed problems 
that were identified before they led to 
a roadside breakdown, enabling the 
AA to repair the fault by helping to 
prevent an issue at the roadside. 

This is in addition to identifying 
battery issues that could lead to a 
car not starting on a cold morning. 
After tyres, batteries represent 16 per 
cent of the AA's typical breakdown 
workload. 

The AA is half way through its 
study, which involves understanding 
how connected car technology can 
improves people's driving experience 
by helping to prevent a roadside 
breakdown. 

Alan Ferguson, head of AA 
Connected Car, says he is greatly 
encouraged by the way the system 
detects problems at an early stage. 
"Although there is work still to do, we 
have been able to pinpoint potentially 
serious faults on some cars." 

Each car is equipped with a small 


device plugged in to its diagnostic 
socket. This monitors a range of 
data generated by the car, such as 



battery condition, electrics, engine 
management and other systems, 
identifying problems before they 
trigger a warning light or result in a 


failure. 

Explains Ferguson: "The data is sent 
real-time back to the AA as well as to 
the user via a supporting easy-to-use 
smartphone App. Although nearly 
nine in ten (85 per cent) users check 
the app daily, we also alert drivers by 
text if we pick up a potential issue." 

AA Connect also tracks the vehicle's 
whereabouts, visualising driving 
behaviours such as speed, cornering, 
braking, acceleration and use of revs. 
This produces a scored online report, 
coupled with driving advice for the 
user. In addition, it highlights journey 
times, mileage and a map trail. 

The data has the potential to help 
members reduce their car insurance 
premiums if they can demonstrate a 
lower risk profile. 

More than half (54 per cent) of 
those taking part in the trial said that 
the technology had enhanced their 
driving experience while 49 per cent 
said that they better understood their 
vehicle. 

The AA is looking to provide a 
Connected Car service in 2017.

"It was anybody's in the third 
and she won the fourth, but it was 
very close. 

"It could have gone either way and 
even losing on a unanimous decision 
might only mean by a point, but they 
thought she'd won it. 

"At the end of the day, she's only 
19 and she's already boxing against 
some of the top girls in the world. 

"I've got to give her credit, she's 
done fantastically well to get so 
close to a medal. 

"As much as I was gutted for her 
at the start, when you actually stand 
back and think about it, this is her 
first senior international competition. 

"She has been to the Europeans 
as a youth and it's always an 
honour to represent your country 
at any level, but senior level is 
where it's at." 

O'Reilly hopes Resztan, who 
holds the England Senior Elite 
title and English amateur belt, can 
flourish after being given a taste of 
top-level action. 

He said: "She stayed out there 
with the team and carried on 
sparring with them and that's 
the type of attitude you want 
after getting over the initial 
disappointment. 

"She has been very positive with 
some of the things she has said 
about what she needs to work on. 

"She was the youngest member 
of the team and she tried her best 
and did everything asked of her, 
so we've got to take the positives 
from it." 
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He said: “This year, we have a unique Victorian 
theme for many of the events. On the 17th December 
at the Clocktower Plaza we’ll have characters in 
Victorian fancy dress helping everybody get into the 
festive mood, with stalls selling authentic Victorian 
treats including freshly dunked toffee apples and 
roasted chestnuts.
